RUBBER ANXIETIES. + 
In an article published \previously the, 
Editor of the S¢raits Times wrote :— | 
Lt is very necessary to impress upon all 
who are-depending on supplies of raw yub- 
ber that the release of o higher percent- 
age, may not be instantly followed by 
larger supplies flowing into. the market. 
‘An experience such as planters had lust 
rear, when prices tell to a.dead loss levol 
lor some time, does not encourage estates 
to, assume that they wilt need more labour 
and to incur the very. heavy cost of bring: 
ing it, from India, Naturally, the plant- 
companies are inclined to say * We 
have been very badly nipped, and we can- 
not afford to be nipped’ again. If there 
is danger of shortage, prices will rise and 
we shall do moderately well. on our pre- 
sent basis of output. If, on the other 
hand, we take for granted that the releuse 
figures will go UP. and ‘spend money on 
getting Inbour. we shall be very hadly hit 
if the forecasts prove inaccurate, and if 
there happens again what happened last 
year’. ” ; out 
Jt is impossible to complain of “this 
attitude, which is simple common ‘sense. 
made by con- 
sumers to help producers, and human 
‘much the same on one side 
ot the Pacific as on the other, no burning 
ancdety, onthe part of, producers to help 
conaumers is now to be expected, Natur- 
Lally, every “well managed estate wishes 
ocearn all it-can.but few are prepared 
a.-gamble on predictions, and it is prob- 
able thyfethe increase of the lxbour force 
will hefew. and. cautious. - . 


THE TAPPING POLICY, + 


Also itshas nlways to the borne in mind, 
as ev ‘producer but, apparently, not 
- every conaumer koows, that al] the estates 
‘are most carefully ne their tap- 
. ping policy, The rubber outlook has been 
examined very cayéfully. by 6 good many 
people ducimy! the past 4x months, ‘and 
the ‘effect has been to very greatly en- 
hance the value of. rubber properties. Is 
jt reasonable.to ask the owners to jeopar- 
dize that.yalue, which may be far. greater 
Bars hence than it is: now,by 
tapping in excess of what strict prudence 
dictates im order to make an immediate 
gaint : ord 
We estimate thut possible production 
in Malaya’ is about 20 per cent. above 
gtundard production, and that 75 per cent. 
of possible is the very most that can. be 
expected if. prudent tapping is the rule. 
That give us 237,000 tons as tho maximum 
probable oytput, for the next year or two, 
‘nod when we sec an estimate that Malaya 
and Ceylon will yield :341,000 tons in 1926 
we have mercly to say. that it is about 
40,000 to 50,000 tons ubove the mark. It 
js no use for consumers to rail against 
cautions tapping.’ The difficulties of the 
early future are ns. nothing to the difficul- 
ties of the later future, ,and the more 
recklessly we tap now the more that late

PROVISION FOR THE FUTURE. 


Clearly, of: course, there, ought to be 
provision made, for the ‘future, but is it 
quite reasonable to ‘ask the present estate 
-owvers to minke it? They have had a few 
ers of misery and privation as the result 
‘of over-production. They got little, sym- 
athy or help during those years, and we 
think that when, if ever, & history of 
yestriction'is written the courage of those 
‘who urged Malaya boldly ‘to face the 
problem,’ €ven if all othexs stood‘ aloof, 
will be regarded as one of the coolest 
‘and most daring examples of . economic 
adyovary on recor 
“Well, it was done and it hts triumphed. 
Those who bore the’ brunt of ‘the ‘slump 
and of restriction too, cau hardly be ex- 

ected to oe dae the compensation that 
looms abead. Some of our friends .may 
marvel that we uso such a phrase as, 
‘brunt of, restriction,” but brunt it was. 
.It is not so very oe estates were 
prdducing no more n 60 per cent. of 
their: passible—some of them Jess—and 
getting for it only what would be a fair 
price’for full production.’ That we fully 
counted on—our'aim was to improve upon 
mere cut-throat: competition by over sup- 
ply, but we know the facts quite well 
ecough to be aware that working restric- 
tion was no picnic for Malayan Planters. 
Asto the future, as we lave said it would 
not he reasonable to-.demaod. that’ exist- 
ing estate~ holders should themselves 
rf If they. are wise they 
will, wherever . possible; extend their 
planted areas, for they may ‘be sure that’ 
these will pay. ae v 
RUBBER AT REASONABLE PRICES. 

But setting . aside that aspect’ of the 
guestion which mainly concerns present 
owners we do say’ that adequate rubber 
supply at reazonable ices is one of the 
world’s ‘greatest, needs, and it desarves 
‘a great ‘deal more attention from states-
